(2) Appointments shall be effective for pay and service credit 
purposes on the date of entrance on actual duty and such date shall be 
considered a full day of duty. In the case of individuals appointed 
at their homes for assignment overseas, with provision for TDY en 
route, the appointments shall be effective and the appointees con- 
sidered bona fide employees for other than pay and service credit 
purposes from the time travel to the temporary duty point is commenced.
